MANEWAL ACQUITTED MRS, ZEHRUNG GETS

NOTEHNG. IS VERDICT

Jury Rendered Vordict In Favor of
Rarkharst alter One Hour's
Deliberation

COURTROOM WAS CROWDED

After one hour's deliberation
Tuesday ovening the Jjury In the
Harkhurat-Zehrong case rendered a
verdlet in favor of the plaintiff, there
being involved a note for $3100 and
the breach of promise cross sult of
Mre Zehrung

According to ibe testimony, Bark-
huraet came to Allance from his farm
near town abeut August 1, 1914, on
account of a mear nervous break-
down. At that time Mra Zehrung
was conducting & private hospital
und a rooming house, and he was
recommended to her place. Durlog
the first week in Beptember he came
Into the kitchen where Mra, Zehrung
wae washing dsbhes, according to the
testimony, and asked her If she
thought he was too old to become
her husband., He did not ask her to
give an answer al that time, but sald
he would retarn  later. Mr. Bark-
hurst is 81 and*Mre, Zehrung Is 40
years old

When the plalntiff returned for his
answer Mra. Zehrung sald she had
decided to aecept, butl she said that
there was nothing sentli ental in the
mattor——that she was slimply marry-
ing for o« home. Bhe regarded Mr.
Barkhuret as a stralghtforward old
man who woulldd see that she was well
cared for, Al the time of giving the
answer, Mra. S$ehrung sald, no dawe
wak fixed upon

The note for 3100, which was giv-
en to B, K. Warrick, of Scottebluff,
was signed by hoth Mrs. Zehrung and
Mr. Barkhurst. &hbe sald she od
not ask his assistance in making the
purchase, but that she would have
had to pive up the house otherwise,
and that with her cleaning shop, and
with her nursing she thought sle
would be able to liguldate the greal-
or part of the indebtedness by the
ime the note was due—in 1917, On
her promise of marriuge, tho testi-
mony exhibits, he was to turn the
property over to her as a wedding
present, bpl there wus no written
agreement 10 this effect, On the 14th
day of Apri) .Mr. Barkhurst left his
rooming hoovee and was married to
Mre. Boone, without giving notice to
Mre. Zehruyng of his lutentions,

According to Mre, Zehrung's test)-
mony, Barkhurst ordered a grey wed-
ding suit and she ordered a suit of
the same eolor Much interest cen-
tered argund the sult, but Barkhurgt
claimed that hé had not ordered =
siit of that color. He stated further
that he had ordered a sult, but that
it was not & grey one, and that he
had ordered it net as a wedding suit
but simply to help out Mre. Zehrung.

One of the plaintiff’s exhibits was
a statement of Mr., Barkhurst's ac-
count for board, sald statement be-
ing itemized on the back of an adver-
tising calendar. This statement was
balanced to April 1, 15165, but there
was a balance of 3$35.706 coming to
Mrs. Zehrung. Asked by the attor-
ney what the 75 cents represented,
ra. Zehrung sakd it was for theatre
tickets which abe had purchased
when she and Mr. Barkhurst went to
v ghow, and that bhe had not remun-
erated her yol. ©On one occagion Mr.
Barkhurst loaned her $206 to puy for
a shipment of rainconts. Bhe later
puid back $5 of this amount. As Mr.
Barkhurst stopped boarding at the
Zehrung home on the 14th, there
were thirteon days that were not ae-

counted for on the statement, Mrs.
Zehrung claimed the plaintfft  had
neyver made setllement for the bal-

unce, while Mr. Barkhurst stated ve-
hemently that he had pald his board
to the 12th,

The defendant was asked If she
had ever Inserted an pdvertisement
in & matrimonial paper. She replied
thut she never had. Asked if she
had inserted an advertisement of any
kind In an owt-of-town paper, she
snld she advertised her cleaning shop
for sale, and that she received many
replies,

On cross examination Mrs Zeh-
rung wue asked If she bhad “kept
company’ with any other man dur-
Ing her alleged engagement to Mr.
Barkhurst. This question was ob-
jeeted to, and the judpe sustained
the objection, elaiming that the mat-
ter of her keeping company with any
other man had nothing to do with
the existence of a marriage contradt
between the plaintiff and the defend-
